Report of Library Trustees 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY 1, 1905. 


The library trustees take pleasure in reporting the 
affairs of the public library to be in satisfactory condition. 

During the year the library has afforded through’ its 
books and magazines pleasure and profit to an increasing 
number of patrons. The decrease in the number of books 
loaned during the past two years is due not tu any smaller 
appreciation of advantages offered, but to the smaller num- 
ber of new books we have been enabled to add. 

During the past year 2,182 books have been loaned. 
These books are classified as fellows: Fiction, 1,794; His- 
tory, 55; Travel, 53; Biography, 30; Miscellaneous,’ 250; 
and 40 new cards have been issued. The treasury shows 
a balance of $35.56 above all expenditures, nearly all of 
which amount must be at once expended for rebinding of 
worn volumes. 

There are upon the shelves 2496 books of which num- 
ber 136 were added during the year by purchase. The 
magazines placed upon the table by subscription a year 
ago have been enjoyed by a large numbcr of people and 
the subscriptions have been renewed for the coming year. 

The annual inspection of the books has shown them to 
be for the most part in excellent condition. About 100 vol- 
umes will at once be rebound and their usefulness pre- 
served. ‘Two or three volumes were found to be unwar- 
rantably mutilated. It should be remembered that ‘‘books 
like friends, should be used, not abused.’’ 

We take this opportunity to thank Hon. C. H. Green- 
leaf for his gift to the library of $40; also to commend the 
careful and conscientious manner in which the affairs of 
the library have been managed by the librarian, Miss 
Woodard. Werecommend that the sum of at least £100 
be appropriated in addition to $125 for the services of the 
librarian. We are convinced that in its annual appropri- 
ation to the library the town cannot expend its money in a 
more profitable manner or in a way that in proportion to 
the amount expended can afford so much of pleasure and 
profit to its citizens. We believe it is a matter of pride 
among the people that the standard and efficiency of the 
library should not only be maintained but should be in- 
creased by substantial additions each year.
